MAKING CORN INTO HOGS. 

It takes 12 bushels of No..2 corn 
to make 100. Ibs, of average live hog 
under ayérage farm conditions. This. 
is the finding of the commission ap- 
pointed by the United States Food 
Controller to investigate the cost of 
hog production and to suggest plans 
for stimulating it. The figures given 
are ‘based on a figures given sboye 
are ‘based’ on a survey of ten yeais’ 
production, ending 1916. The com-
